Braves  take  Western  Kentucky  in  Soccer 

The  theme  for  this  year's  Homecoming  festivities  was  "Race  to  the  Hilltop."  Many 
of  the  week's  events  reflected  this,  such  as  "Night  at  the  Races,"  a  variety  of  racing 
games  (a  three-legged  race,  a  balloon  car  race,  and  others)  held  in  Olin  Quad.  Other 
events  included  the  King  and  Queen  penny  wars,  an  All-School  Picnic  (which,  due 
to  inclement  weather,  ended  up  being  held  in  the  Student  Center  Ballroom),  bumper 
cars  in  the  visitor's  parking  lot,  a  5K  race,  a  chili  supper,  a  parade,  and,  of  course, 
the  soccer  game  against  Western  Kentucky.  Because  Homecoming  and  Greek 
Week  coincided,  there  were  also  several  Greek  events,  including  Panfrasing  and  a 
blood  drive.  On  Friday,  the  Alumni  Association  went  around  to  the  classrooms  and 
let  students  draw  for  prizes  (ranging  from  a  pack  of  gum  to  a  Homecoming  t-shirt)  if 
they  were  wearing  school  colors  or  school  gear  -  and  sometimes  even  if  they  weren't!

Every  fall,  Bradley's  chapter  of 
Habitat  for  Humanity  holds  one  of  the 
biggest  events  on  campus,  Shack-A- 
Thon,  to  raise  money  forthe  organization's 
main  project,  building  a  house.  Each 
organization  that  participates  pays  a  fee 
of  $30  to  "rent"  a  space  on  Olin  Quad 
for  the  night.  During  the  afternoon  of 
the  event,  the  Quad  is  packed  full  of 
cardboard  boxes  and  people  building 
their  temporary  shelters.  Decorating  the 
shacks  almost  becomes  a  competition 
to  see  which  organization  can  make  the 
most  interesting  and  elaborate  shack, 
and  even  students  who  do  not  actually 
participate  in  the  event  often  walk  by  to 
see  the  different  shacks.

Suitcase  Social 


This  year,  the  Association  of 
Residence  Halls  hosted  a  new  event 
called  Suitcase  Social.  The  premise 
of  the  event  was  simple:  have  students 
living  in  residence  halls 
enter  to  win  a  free  vacation 
for  two  to  a  surprise 
destination  somewhere  in 
the  United  States,  and  then 
require  them  to  be  present 
at  a  special  event  in  order 
to  win. 

Students  had  about  two  weeks  to 
register  to  win  the  trip.  Each  student 
could  register  as  the  main  entrant 
only  once,  but  could  be  registered  as 
the  guest  for  as  many  people  as  s/he 
desired.

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Dance 

Marathon 

This  school  year  marked  the  fifth  annual 
Dance  Marathon  benefiting  the  Children's 
Hospital  of  Illinois  and  the  Children's  Miracle 
Network.  As  in  previous  years,  the  event 
attracted  about  200  student  volunteers,  each 
of  whom  attempted  to  raise  money  for  the 
charities.  In  years  past,  the  philanthropy 
has  raised  $30,000-36,000  per  year.  This 
year,  however,  Dance  Marathon  exceeded 
expectations.  By  the  end  of  the  event,  they  had 
raised  a  grand  total  of  $49,020.63  -  $10,000 
more  than  earned  in  any  other  year. 

Over  the  course  of  the  event,  participants 
did  not  have  to  dance  the  entire  time,  but  they 
were  not  allowed  to  sit  down;  everything, 
including  eating,  had  to  be  done  standing 
up.  Various  activities  were  provided  to  keep 
participants'  minds  alert  and  off  of  the  clock.

Every  year,  campuses  nationwide  host  their  own 
versions  of  Habitat  for  Humanity's  "Shack-a-thon." 

Bradley's  Habitat  chapter  has  hosted  Shack-a-thon  for 
about  eight  to  10  years,  said  Coordinator  Tina  Kupsco,  a 
senior  secondary  education  and  Spanish  major. 

"It's  fun.  You  get  to  sleep  out  on  the  quad  with  your 
friends  in  a  box,"  Kupsco  said.  "You  don't  normally  get  to 
do  something  like  this." 

This  year,  20  different  organizations  were  there, 
including  Student  Senate,  the  Neumann  Center  and  the 
Association  of  Residence  Halls. 

However,  the  persistent  rain  during  Wednesday 
afternoon  put  a  damper  on  the  event,  said  Allison  Bryze, 
the  president  of  Bradley's  Habitat  chapter. 

"A  lot  of  organizations'  shacks  were  destroyed  by  the 
rain,  and  without  a  place  to  stay,  people  were  just  not  as 
excited  as  in  years  past,"  Bryze  said.  "I  believe  those  that 
did  attend,  despite  the  cold  and  rain,  had  a  good  time." 

Junior  advertising  major  Beth  Petersen  said  she  still 
had  fun  and  would  attend  the  event  again. 

"It's  a  good  vibe,"  Peterson  said.  "I  went  to  bed  around 
2,  but  there  were  a  lot  of  other  people  who  stayed  up 
later." 

Each  shack  requires  two  people  stay  for  a  minimum 
of  two  hours.  They  construct  a  dwelling  using  materials  a 
homeless  person  could  find. 

Petersen  said  she  stayed  the  night  and  went  home  to 
take  a  shower  before  class  Thursday  morning.  She  was 
staying  in  a  shack  built  by  Bradley  Ambassadors.  The 
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cardboard  structure  with  a  plastic  tarp  roof  and  red  and 
white  streamers  was  one  of  the  few  that  stood  through  the 
night. 

Petersen  said  she  was  impressed  by  how  well  the 
shack    withstood  the  elements. 

"We  had  to  reline  the  floor,  but  I'm  pretty  proud  of  it." 

Those  who  were  around  last  year  may  remember  such 
shacks  built  to  resemble  Harper  and  Wyckoff  Halls. 

Normally,  Shack-a-thon  raises  $2,000  to  $3,000  with 
the  sales  of  items  such  as  T-shirts  and  chocolate. 
The  amount  raised  helped  Habitat  toward  their  goal  of 
$20,000  to  build  a  home  this  coming  fall.

The  Bradley  Braves  face  a  serious  threat  to  their 
name  after  the  NCAA  announced  in  August  of  2005 
that  they  were  cracking  down  on  school  athletic  teanns 
with  "hostile  and/or  abusive"  references  to  Native 
Americans. 

While  the  choice  of  mascot  name  is  left  to  an  institution 
itself,  the  NCAA  reserves  the  right  to  ban  use  of  those 
names  and  images  during  any  events  affiliated  with 
their  program. 

The  NCAA  Executive  Committee  released  a  set 

of 

guidelines  in  August  that  prohibits  colleges  or 
universities  with  mascots,  nicknames  or  imagery 
characterized  as  hostile  or  abusive  from  hosting  any 
NCAA  championship  competitions,  starting  in  February 
of  2006.  By  August  of  2008,  these  schools  will  also  be 
prohibited  from 

displaying  or  promoting  hostile  or  abusive  references 
on  their  mascots,  cheerleaders,  dance  teams  and 
band 

uniforms  at  NCAA  championships. 

The  committee  also  commended  schools  such  as 
the  University  of  Iowa  and  the  University  of  Wisconsin, 
who  have  practices  of  not  scheduling  athletic 
competitions  with  schools  that  use  Native  American 
nicknames,  imagery  or  mascots. 

The  list  of  school  nicknames  deemed  hostile 
named  18  schools,  including  University  of  lllinois's 
"lllini"  and  two  schools  besides  Bradley  that  use  the 
name  Braves. 

Bradley  administration  appealed  their  status  on  the  list, 
but  their  appeal  was  denied  in  October  of  2005.  They 
are  still  awaiting  a  decision  on  their  final  appeal,  which 
they  submitted  to  the  NCAA  in  November  of  2005. 

University  President  David  Broski  said  he  will  not 
start  the  process  to  appoint  a  new  name  until  the  final 
appeal  has  been  denied,  but  that  if  the  time  comes  to 
change,  input  from  faculty,  students  and  alumni  will  be 
taken  into 

consideration  in  the  choosing  of  a  new  mascot. 
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The  Murray  Baker  Bridge  was  opened 
for  travel  in  October  of  2005  after  sixth 
months  of  construction  as  a  part  of  the 
four-year,  $460  million  project  known  as 
Upgrade  74.  Upgrade  74  is  the  largest 
construction  project  ever  undertaken  in 
southern  Illinois. 

The  opening  of  the  bridge  was  celebrated 
with  a  celebration  dubbed  "Meet  Me  in  the 
Middle."  Members  of  the  local  community 
walked  along  the  length  of  the  bridge,  while 
food  and  entertainment  were  provided  on 
either  side  of  the  Illinois  River. 

The  Murray  Baker  Bridge,  built  in  1958 
and  named  after  the  then-vice  president 
of  Caterpillar  Inc.,  faced  a  lot  of  changes 
during  the  construction  process,  including 
a  trim.  Construction  workers  removed  180 
feet  of  the  bridge  to  make  room  for  a  new 
eastbound  on-ramp. 

This  removal  included  a  dissection  of 
the  bridge's  truss,  which  is  the  structure 
of  metal  beams  that  provides  support. 
The  dissection  of  a  bridge's  truss  is  very 
rare,  as  the  bridge  is  supported  solely  by 
the  structure.  The  bridge  was  supported 
by  a  series  of  heavy  duty  jacks  capable  of 
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holding  over  4,500  tons  of  force  while  the 
truss  section  was  cut  and  removed. 

The  Illinois  Department  of  Transportation 
donated  the  piece  of  truss  removed  to  the 
Peoria  Historical  Society  in  May  of  2005. 
The  piece  is  on  display  at  the  Historical 
Society,  located  at  611  SW  Washington 
Street  in  Peoria. 

"For  the  past  45  years,  the  Murray  Baker 
Bridge  has  been  a  Peoria  area  landmark," 
said  Jeff  Kampfl,  executive  director  of 
the  Peoria  Historical  Society,  in  a  press 
release.  "Local  residents  and  travelers  to 
the  area  alike  view  the  bridge  as  a  gateway 
to  the  community,  and  we  are  excited  to 
display  this  part  of  Peoria's  history." 

Another  change  the  historic  bridge  faced 
was  in  its  color.  Since  its  construction  in 
1958,  the  bridge  has  been  painted  red. 
Now  the  bridge  is  coated  with  "warm  gray" 
paint.  The  newly-renovated  bridge  also 
features  lights  along  its  bottom.  These 
lights  were  put  in  to  accent  the  lights  along 
its  top,  which  were  installed  in  1991.

Part  of  the  school  district's  response  c 
to  their  budgetary  problem  is  to  use  a  L 
state  construction  grant  to  remodel  and

School  district  150  had  previously  c 
qualified  for  the  grant,  which  is  given  based  tl 
on  the  number  of  students  "inadequetely  a 
housed"  2 

The  plan,  put  together  by  a  special  o 
committee  known  as  the  Master  Facilities  i 
Planning  Committee,  is  divided  into  two  t( 
parts:  a  full  plan  and  a  minimum  plan. 
Under  the  minimum  plan,  elementary  li 
schools  Garfield,  Glen  Oak,  and  Harrison  p 
will  be  closed,  along  with  middle  schools  f 
Blaine-Sumner  and  White.  Harrison  will  a 
be  rebuilt  as  a  K-8  school.  L 

The  plan  also  calls  for  a  sixth-eighth 
grade  wing  to  be  added  to  Manual  to  t( 
accommodate  displaced  students  from  o 
Blaine-Sumner,  and  primary  schools  in  the  t 
White  area  will  add  fifth  grade  classrooms, 
while  sixth  graders  will  be  given  a  choice,  C 
on  a  lottery  basis,  to  attend  Sterling, 
Loucks,  Von  Steuben  or  Lincoln  middle 
schools. 

The  full  plan,  which  will  only  occur  if' 
the  funding  is  established,  is  a  lot  more 
extensive.  Under  this  plan,  11  schools  will 
be  closed  with  six  new  buildings  opened. 
Harrison,  Tyng  and  Whittier  will  be  rebuilt, 
with  Whittier  being  converted  to  a  preK- 
6th  grade  school. 

Both  versions  of  the  plan  were  voted  on 
by  the  school  board  on  November21 ,2005, 
and  they  were  passed  despite  protest  from 
many  local  parents,  particularly  a  groupl 
from  Whittier  school,  who  are  concerned' 
about  the  larger  enrollment  planned.  j 

Supporters  of  the  plan  include  the  Peoriai 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  I 

Rebuilding  of  the  schools  will  provide 
students  with  better  quality  classroom  and 
equipment.

Hurricane  Katrina 

Hurricane  Katrina  struck  southeast 
Louisiana  on  August  29,  2005  and  in  its 
wake  left  over  $75  billion  in  damages, 
according  to  the  NHC.  It  is  recorded 
as  being  the  costliest  hurricane  in  U.S. 
history. 

As  of  March  2006,  Hurricane  Katrina 
is  responsible  for  1,604  deaths,  making 
it  the  deadliest  U.S.  hurricane  since 
1928.  However,  six  months  after  Katrina 
dissipated,  more  than  1,840  residents  of 
Louisiana  remain  categorized  as  missing. 

News  of  Hurricane  Katrina  focused 
on  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  the  majority 
of  which  is  below  sea  level.  Ray  Nagin, 
the  mayor  of  the  historical  city  declared 
a  mandatory  evacuation  on  August  28, 
2005.  However,  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  residents  and  tourists  weren't  able  to 
find  the  necessary  transportation  to  leave 
town. 

The  levees  built  to  protect  the  city 
from  flooding  were  breached  in  several 
places,  leaving  about  80%  of  the  city 
flooded  and  trapping  thousands  of  people, 
about  26,000  of  whom  took  refuge  in  the 
Louisiana  Superdome. 

In  the  wake  of  the  destruction,  U.S.  citizens  gathered 
together  to  provide  help  for  the  refugees  of  the  storm.  Some 
organizations  provided  food  and  shelter,  while  others  traveled  to 
the  affected  areas  to  help  clean  up. 

A  group  of  53  Bradley  students,  sponsored  by  Campus 
Crusade  for  Christ,  traveled  to  Slidell,  LA  during  fall  break  to

help  in  any  way  they  could. 

Arriving  in  Slidell,  a  town  about  40  minutes  north  of  New 
Orleans,  the  students  were  shocked  to  see  the  effects  of  the 
storm. 

"It  was  unbelievable  to  get  there,  see  the  town  and 
neighborhoods,  and  to  realize  that  the  hurricane  had  struck 
there  months  before  we  got  there,"  said  Bradley  volunteer  Jaclyn 
Estes.  "It  looked  like  it  had  come  through  just  a  few  days  ago." 

The  students  stayed  in  a  local  church  that  served  as  a  command 
center  for  several  groups  of  volunteers.  While  some  students 
stayed  at  the  church  during  the  day  to  pass  out  food,  water  and 
other  necessities  to  people  who  needed  them,  the  rest  headed 
into  the  town  to  help  clean  up  the  wreckage. 

The  crews  had  to  gather  as  many  things  as  possible  from  the 
inside  of  the  houses  and  pile  them  in  the  front  yard.  From  there, 
they  basically  tore  the  houses  down  to  their  skeletons,  ripping 
out  moldy  drywall  and  tearing  up  floors. 

After  three  days  of  working,  the  students  traveled  back  to 
Bradley  with  a  new  perspective  on  the  disaster. 

"It  was  really  an  honor  and  a  privilege  to  join  the  effort  to  help  the 
Hurricane  Katrina  victims  and  get  to  know  some  of  the  real, 
personal  stories  that  came  out  of  the  storm,"  said  volunteer 
Amanda  Knussman.  "The  trip  gave  me  a  perspective  that  I  just 
couldn't  get  by  watching  the  news  coverage  on  TV."

Iran 

The  government  of  Iran  was  under  fire  in  April  of  2006 
for  its  unranium  enrichment  program.  International 
Atomic  Energy  Agency  Director  General  Mohamed 
ELBaradei  met  with  Iranian  nuclear  officials  after 
they  announced  that  they  had  successfully  enriched 
uranium  to  a  level  that  could  be  used  for  a  nuclear 
power  plant.  Iran  refused  to  cease  research  but 
agreed  to  supervision  from  the  UN. 
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The  Chicago  White  Sox 
made  history  when  they  won 
the  World  Series  in  2005,  giving 
the  franchise  its  first  title  since 
1917.  It  was  also  their  first 
appearance  in  the  World  Series 
since  1959. 

The  final  game  in  the  series 
was  played  in  October  26, 2005. 
The  Sox  came  out  of  the  game 
with  a  score  of  1-0. 

Not  only  did  the  team  win,  but 
they  took  the  title  after  a  four- 
game  sweep  over  the  Houston 
Astros,  making  them  the  19th 
team  in  World  Series  history  to 
do  so. 

Team  Chairman  Jerry 
Reinsdorf  and  Vice  Chairman 
Eddie  Einhorn  were  able  to 
hoist  the  championship  trophy 
for  the  first  time  in  their  25-year 
ownership  reign. 

Despite  skeptics  who  didn't 
believe  the  Sox  would  even 
make  it  to  the  playoffs,  the 
White  Sox  finished  the  2005

playoffs  with  a  record  of  11-1. 
This  tied  the  south  side  team 
with  the  1999  Yankees  for 
the  second-best  postseason 
winning  percentage  of  all  time. 

The  Chicago  team  also  won 
1 6  of  its  final  1 7  games,  including 
six  road  games,  all  victories.

The  Bradley  men's  basketball 
team  exceeded  expectations 
and  shattered  brackets  when 
they  made  it  into  the  NCAA 
Tournament  for  the  first  time  in 
years. 

The  Braves,  seeded  thir- 
teenth, faced  the  fourth-seeded 
Kansas  Jayhawks  on  March 
18.  They  won  the  game  77-73, 
making  it  the  first  NCAA  Tour- 
nament game  won  by  Bradley 
in  20  years. 

Bradley  then  moved  on  to 
trump  fifth-seeded  Pittsburg  with 
a  score  of  72-66.  This  win  sent 
them  to  Oakland,  California  to 
compete  as  a  part  of  the  Sweet 
Sixteen. 

The  Braves'  last  appearance 
at  the  Sweet  Sixteen  was  over 
50  years  ago. 

Ecstatic  Bradley  fans  gath- 
ered outside  of  the  Robertson 


fieldhouse  to  send  the  team 
off  the  Tuesday  before  their 
Thursday  game  against  the 
top-seeded  Memphis  Tigers. 
The  basketball  team  flew  to 
California  by  chartered  flight. 

Mayor  Jim  Ardis  encouraged  f 
the  city  of  Peoria  to  "Red  Out"  in 
support  of  the  Braves.  Citizens 
were  asked  to  wear  red  on 
Thursday,  March  23rd  to  show 
support  for  the  team. 

Bradley  University  students 
and  fans  gathered  in  the 
Robertson  fieldhouse  Thursday 
night  to  watch  the  game.  The 
school  brought  in  three  large- 
screen  projection  screens 
to  show  the  game,  while 
commentary  was  played  over 
the  sound  system. 

The  Braves'  sweet  ride  came 
to  an  end  that  night,  as  Memphis 
won  80-64. 
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Winter  Olympics-Torino  2006 


The  2006  Winter  Olympics,  held  in 
Torino,  Italy,  opened  in  flames,  literally. 

The  opening  ceremony,  held  on 
February  10,  2006,  centered  around  the 
theme  "Sparks  of  Passion."  Opening 
the  start  of  the  three-hour  festivities  were 
figure  skaters  with  flames  shooting  from 
[their  helmets,  representing  the  "sparks  of 
passion." 

These  skaters  were  followed  by  over 
4,000  volunteers  who  danced  and  formed 
a  giant  red  heart. 

The  Olympic  cauldron  was  lit  by  Italian 
native  Stefania  Belmondo,  who  received 
medals  for  cross-country  skiing  in  the  1 994, 
1998  and  2002  Winter  Olympics. 

The  show,  which  reached  over  2  billion 
spectators  across  the  globe,  also  included 
a  performance  by  Giorgio  Albertazzi,  Yoko 
Ono  and  Peter  Gabriel  of  the  popular  song 
"Imagine." 

Other  celebrity  appearances  included 
Sofia  Loren  and  Susan  Sarandon,  who 
carried  the  Olympic  flag.

In  the  wake  of  Hurricane  Katrina,  celebrities  gathered  together 
to  raise  money  and  support  for  victims  of  the  disaster.

He  then  went  on  to  accuse  the  government  of  racism,  saying 
that  relief  for  victims  was  delayed  because  the  majority  of  the 
victims  were  black. 

Kanye  was  cut  off  by  censors  just  after  uttering  the  now  famous 
phrase,  "George  Bush  doesn't  care  about  black  people." 

NBC  released  a  statement  later  that  night,  stating,  "Kanye 
West  departed  from  the  scripted  comments  that  were  prepared 
for  him,  and  his  opinions  in  no  way  represent  the  views  of  the 
networks." 

"It  would  be  most  unfortunate,"  the  statement  continued,  "if  the 
efforts  of  the  artists  who  participated  tonight  and  the  generosity 
of  millions  of  Americans  who  are  helping  those  in  need  are 
overshadowed  by  one  person's  opinion."

From  the  end  of  October  through  the  second  weekend  in 
November,  Bradley  soccer  had  taken  over  the  athletic  department. 
Homecoming,  during  Halloween  weekend,  brought  out  1,620  fans  to 
watch  the  Braves  beat  Western  Kentucky.  After  finishing  regulation 
with  a  score  of  1-1,  Zach  Bell  wasted  no  time  scoring,  putting  away 
Western  Kentucky  in  overtime.  On  a  breakaway  run,  he  ended  the 
game  by  scoring  the  winning  goal.  The  fireworks  afterward  were  icing 
on  the  cake,  after  the  Braves  moved  into  first  place  of  the  Missouri 
Valley  Conference  soccer  standings,  and  were  seated  first  in  the  MVC 
conference  tournament. 

The  MVC  conference  tournament  held  at  Shea  Stadium  had  the 
atmosphere  of  another  homecoming  match,  when  Bradley  took  on 
Drake  in  the  second  round  on  Friday,  November  11.  In  front  of  a 
crowd  of  1,606,  Steve  Chromik  scored,  sealing  Bradley's  place  in  the 
MVC  championship  game  Sunday  at  Shea  Stadium. 

Battling  it  for  the  automatic  advance  to  the  NCAA  tournament  was 
#18  Crcighton  and  #17  Bradley  in  the  MVC  championship  game.  On 
the  brisk  afternoon  in  front  of  1,304  attendees,  Crcighton  put  two  in 
the  back  of  the  net  during  the  first  half.  Bradley  tried  to  recover  with 
a  corner  kick  from  Joe  Ducci  to  Drew  DeGurian,  but  was  stopped  by 
Creighton's  defense.  Bradley's  loss  in  the  Championship  game  was 
not  the  end  of  their  season.

After  Bradley  claimed  the  first  two  match  wins,  the  Panthers  put 
up  a  fight  for  the  third.  Back  and  forth  the  points  went.  Bradley  got 
lucky  with  kills  from  Lindsay  Stalzer  and  Amber  DeBroux,  as  well  as 
committed  Northern  Iowa  had.  Jenna  Harrison  and  Amy  McFarland 
ended  any  chances  of  the  Panthers  coming  back  with  a  block  to  end 
the  game.  The  match  win  was  the  first  time  since  1984  that  Bradley 
swept  the  Panthers  in  three  games.  With  the  win,  the  women  were 
ranked  first  in  the  Missouri  Valley  for  a  short  time.

The  Braves  were  now  on 
their  way  to  Oakland  for  the  Sweet  16. 

Fans  were  amazed  at  what  the  Braves  had  done;  they  were 
the  last  seeded  team  still  in  the  tournament  and  now  defended  the 
Missouri  Valley  in  the  Sweet  16.  The  men  now  faced  Memphis,  a 
#1  seeded  team.  The  pure  adrenaline  of  the  atmosphere,  fans,  and 
competition  seemed  to  have  gotten  the  best  of  the  men.  Memphis 
pulled  away  at  the  beginning  of  the  game  with  a  dunk.  From  there, 
the  Braves  just  could  not  keep  up,  and  the  final  score  was  64-80. 

Yet  with  the  loss,  Patrick  O'Bryant  said  it  best:  "I  think 
we  put  Bradley  basketball  back  on  the  map."  The  score  did  not 
disappoint  fans.  They  enjoyed  the  ride  from  Auburn  Hill  to  Oakland, 
and  had  even  more  pride  in  their  team.  The  men  of  the  2006  team 
did  something  the  Braves  haven't  done  since  1955—  they  made  it  to 
the  NCAA  Sweet  16.
